In the U.N? 


Some of the most telling fight- 
ing over the symbols of Quemoy 
and Matsu will be done in the 

cushioned corri-

which houses 
the United Na- 
tions. 

What goes on, 
as every delegate at the autumn 
session of the U.N. well knows, is 
the struggle for political control 
of Asia. Russia and Communist 


China already have an edge. But 
they do not dominate the econ- 
omy or the ideology of Japan, In- 
dia, Indonesia, Burma and the 
rest of East Asia. 

The representatives of these na- 
tions are at the U.N. 

There now exists a political 
bloc of the small African-Asian 
nations. Those who rule them 
would like to remain independent. 
Their people have not yet taken 
sides. The heads of all these gov- 
ernments contend, in one degree | 
or another, with Communist par- 
ties. This is true in Egypt as it 
is in Indonesia and all others in 
between. 

The Russians lost a lot of face 
in Hungary. And while that brutal 
assault on a people seeking some 
release from Communist pressure 
has faded in the face of newer 
and, also, violent crises, it still 
is remembered by the small 
countries. 


Egypt's Nasser 


There is also a reported lessen- 
ing of enthusiasm for Egypt's 
Nasser on the part of the Arab 
states. But the plain truth is, the 
small nations, new and old, of 
economically or oltically. ee 
are, for the most part,  ill- 
equipped for _ self-government. 
They are, being inheritors of 
colonialism, lacking in productive 
industries. In their zeal to catch 
up with the more productive 
countries they sometimes do fool- 
ish things like demanding a steel 
mill or an aluminum plant. 

The Russians have an edge in 
appeal because they say, “‘Look 
at us. Forty years ago we were 
a peasant people, lacking indus- 
trial powers. See what we have 
done in less than half a century. 
That is what communism does. 
The United States has been at it 
for almost 200 years and we have 
about caught them in forty.” 


We may expect, therefore, 
more resistance to the proposals 
in the U.N., although, due to the 
skill of Amabassador Lodge and 
to the usually consistent support 
of most of the Latin countries, we 
should do fairly well. 

But we shall have to win these 
“battles” in tedious, often vexa- 
tious, conferences of persuasion 
and compromises in meetings 
outside the assembly. It is not 
beyond the realm of possibility 
that we will lose the fight to keep 
Red China out of the U.N., al- 
though for the present the odds are 
with those who oppose her. This, 
too, is a part of the battle of “Que- 
moy.” There are two Chinas. 
And the Indian delegates are ex- 
pected to propose that the delega- 
tion for Peiping be seated in 
place of the one from Formosa. 
The Asian-African bloc will pon- 
der that one long and hard. 


Evidence Grows 


More and more the evidence 
grows, as President Eisenhower 
pointedly noted in his most recent 
reply to Nikita Khrushchev, that 
the aggression by the Chinese 
Reds began within a brief time 
after the Krushchev-Mao-Tse-tung 
conference in Peiping. What 
major plan did they produce? 

That the Chinese hope to starve 
out Quemoy before the talks in 
Warsaw are concluded and that 
we are determined to prevent it 
are obvious from the details of 
respective desperate efforts to 
thwart and maintain supply. 

In a very real sense neither the 
United States nor the Com- 


nesia, and India, 

should turn toward communism, 
there is nothing the West could 
do to prevent it. The same would 
be true of Japan. Should that

DETROIT (UPI) — Ford and 
United Auto Workers Union neo- 
tiators Tuesday night entered a 
last-ditch marathon bargaining 
struggle to forge a new contract 
before the 10 a.m. e.s.t. deadline 
Wednesday that would call a 
strike of 98,000 Ford production 
workers across the nation.

TOKYO (UPI) — A sleeping 
sickness epidemic sweeping the 
Republic of Korea and Japan 
claimed 33 more lives Tuesday, 
raising the unofficial death toll to 
2,283.

Although a complete search of 
the records has not been made, 
Miss McLean said that fewer than 
10 diamonds have been found in 
Georgia. “Three or four were 
found in 1843 during gold panning

Judge Moore Rules 


Against Williams

A Fulton Superior Court judge 
ruled Tuesday that Sol. Gen. Paul 
Webb and the Fulton Grand Jury 
have a right to use state sales 
tax records in connection with a 
case pending before the grand 
jury. 

Judge Virlyn B. Moore made 
the ruling on a petition filed by 
Webb against State Revenue 
Commissioner T. V. Williams, 
who contended the records were 
confidential unless they involved 
liability of the individual taxpay- 
ers whose records were re 
quested. 

Webb's petition said the records 
were needed in connection with 
an indictment pending before the 
grand jury against W. W. Cole- 
man and Joe Ray, two former 
sales tax officials. 


“ALLEGED MISDEED” 


The petition said the indictment 
involved ‘‘alleged misdeed in con- 
nection with the enforcement of 
collection of state sales and use 
tax.” 

Both Ray, one-time director of 
the sales and use tax unit, and 
Coleman, a tax consultant, were 
fired by Williams on May 23 after 
the Constitution disclosed certain 
irregularities in sales tax cases. 

Under Judge Moore’s ruling, 
records of 10 individual taxpayers 
were ordered impounded “‘in the 
registry of Fulton Superior Court 
for inspection by the office of the 
solicitor general, the grand jury 
and such other persons having an 
official interest in same.” 


FILES IMPOUNDED 


The order listed the impounded 
files as follows: 

Fitzgerald Motor Co., two files; 
Wooten Oil Co., one file; Banks 
Pontiac Co., one file; Austin 
Super Market, two files: J. S. 
Blackstock’s Metal Products, one 
file; Dixie Weatherstrip Co., one 
file. 

Cordell-Green Motor Co., two 
files; Grizzard Motor Co., one 
file: Yates Restaurant, one file, 
and Pete Martin Used Cars, one 
file. 

Webb explained that through a 
subpoena duces tecum issued 
Monday by Judge Claude D. 
Shaw, some of the records re- 
quired by the grand jury were 
produced “instanter’’ as ordered. 

Webb said that Walter Slayden, 
the person served with the sub- 
poena “didn’t have all” the 
records needed, so Webb's office 
sent back after the additional 
records Tuesday. Webb’s repre- 
sentative was advised he had no 
right to the records and was 
asked to return the ones already 
procured. 

“If we were not entitled to the 
records, we didn’t want to use 
them, so we filed this petition to 
clear it up,” Webb said.

TAIPEI, Formosa—The Nation- |

RICHMOND, Va. (#—The Eisenhower administration’s expressed

quer,” Virginia Gov. J. Lindsay Almond Jr. said Tuesday. 


Almond was in the midst of a 
news conference when word was 
relayed to him of Atty.

“It’s the old familiar technique 
of divide and conquer and this is 
what they’ve been trying to do 
all the time. I'm sure this would 
meet with the full applause and 
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approbation of Mr. Khrushchev— 
whoever he is,” Almond said. 
Warren County High School, or- 
dered by a federal court to admit 
22 Negroes, failed to open its 
doors for classes Monday under 
a state law forbidding the opera- 
tion of racially mixed public 
schools. Schools in Charlottesville 


and Norfolk—ordered integrated 
—are under threat of closure next 
week. 

Almond said he didn’t know how 
long Warren County’s only high 
school would remain closed. 

“Tt is a serious and difficult 
matter,” Almond said. “It is on 
my heart and conscience to recon- 
cile the situation.” 

The governor noted that Dr. Da- 
vis Y. Paschail, state superintend- 
ent of public instruction, had re- 
ported to him the results of a 
visit to Warren County. He said he 
was investigating all the facts of 
the matter and would consider any 
request for a return of the school 
to local control in the light of 
what might result. .. 

But he urged the people of War- 
ren County and elsewhere to stand 
firm behind the state’s program 
until every avenue of opposition 
to integration is exhausted. And 
he reminded the other localities 
under federal integration orders 
their schools would close, too, if 
integrated.

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Street Use Plan Is 
A Good Beginning 


Along with urban renewal, Atlanta’s 
No. 1 related problem is street use and 
traffic control. In spite of strenuous ef- 
forts, the latter is far from being satis- 
factory for the simple reason that the 
volume of traffic has outgrown street 
areas and street usage remains about the 
game as in the days when Atlanta com- 
paratively was a small town. 

Part of the problem itself is the phys- 
ical layout of downtown streets. These 
just grew through the years in a pattern 
which did not bother itself with today's 
traffic. But the result today is a night- 
mare for police, for drivers and pedes- 
trians as well. 

Yesterday the Atlanta Traffic and 
Safety Council, headed by Atlanta busi- 
nessman Robert R. Snodgrass, presented 
the first citywide street use plan ever 
made by all the agencies concerned with 
the problem. 

The 18-month study was made by 
Robert Leopold, manager of the council, 
Robert C. Stuart, director of the Metro- 
politan Planning Commission, Col. Wyont 
Bean. Atlanta-Fulton County Planning 
Board engineer, City Traffic Engineer 
Karl Bevins, and John Gerson, vice presi- 
dent and general manager of the Atlanta 
Transit System. The caliber of men ccn- 
tributing to the study gives it unmis- 
takable authority. 

The ov recommendations seem 
sound. Some of them, including the West- 
side express will cost a great deal of 
money through the years. But many of 
them can be put into effect—with com- 
munity eooperation—in the immediate 
future. Some long-range recommendations 
will require detailed studies and some are 
bound to be controversial. But. the pro- 
posals are constructive and should be- 
come a guide toward betterment of down- 
town traffic. 

Certainly implementation of the one- 
way street plan should not involve too 
much trouble. Recommendations about 
random parking, loading and unloading 
hours for trucks, left turns and similar 
hangovers from Model-T days can be ef- 
fected. Requests for additional one-lane 
transit passages deserve serious consid- 
eration. 

Atlanta has made great progress with 
its expressway system and other rem- 
edies to facilitate flow of traffic. But the 
problem -of what to do about vehicle 
movement on downtown streets remains. 
Any constructive proposals to alleviate 
congestion, eliminate hazards and facili- 
tate flow of people as well as vehicles 
are welcomed. 

The pains of growth have hit Atlanta 
more rapidly than even the most for- 
ward-looking leaders anticipated. To 
overcome these problems is difficult and 
expensive enough but to avoid ithe same 
mistakes in the future requires careful 
and detailed preparation today.

Two Old Enemies Vow 
Unity and Cooperation 


In spite of the many divisions which 
tend to weaken the Western countries, 
their leaders inevitably return to the con- 
clusion that survival in face of the ag- 
gressive tyranny of communism requires 
unity. 

It was most encouraging, for in- 
stance, to note the renewed pledges of 
friendship between Germany and France 
last weekend. These traditional enemies, 
who twice brought on world war ard 
the near-destruction of Western civili- 
zation itself, have pledged to bury hos- 
tilities forever and to live and work 
together for a better Europe and a united 
Europe. 

The principals in the friendship pact 
were Premier de Gaulle, the strongest 
man in France today, and Chancellor 
Adenauer, who holds the respect and 
confidence of a strong and resurgent 
Germany as well as that cf other West- 
ern nations. It was a different De Gaulle 
from the embittered war leader humil- 
iated by Germany. 

Premier de Gaulle himself is a case 
history. Slated to become the first pres- 
ident of a hew French Republic in which 
the executive will have extraordinary 
powers, he seems to be becoming an 
ardent internationalist and advocate of 
European unity. Previously known as a 
near fanatic on ‘the subject of French 
sovereignty, he now has accepted the 
principles of the European economic and 
atomic communities and NATO as: the 
prelude to European unification. 

. West German spokesmen are calling 
for an end to the fraternal strife of cen- 
turies and for a greater United Europe 
in which the destinies of all will be buyilt 
around common goals. The objective no 
longer is unattainable.

ernment within the United Nations. He 
has asked for a federal structure for the 
French Union. Those who feared his 
autocratic actions of the past are de-

Premier de Gaulle has turned firmly

Quickie Marriage Law 
Must Include All Ages 


Georgia’s quickie marriage mills are 
operating at a less rapid clip as a result 
of a new law which went into effect 
Monday. 


But they are still in business. 

Legislation enacted at the last session 
of the General Assembly requires a 
three-day wait between application for 
and issuance of a license if either the 
prospective bride or groom is under 21 
years of age. 


There is no such provision for appli- 
cants who are 21 and older. This in- 
adequacy in the new law renders it 
nothing more than a halfway measure, 
a compromise between what needs to be 
done and “leave us alone” pressure from 
marriage mill operators. 

Surely the next General Assembly 
will have the courage to resist the greedy 
self-interest cliques in border counties 


and enact comprehensive legislation 
making the three-day waiting period 
mandatory for all ages. 
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Tax Equalizations Are 
Practical and Sensible 


The municipal revenue problem is a 
matter of simple arithmetic. 


Shut off by state law from other 
sources Of revenue, cities depend for the 
most part on the property tax. 

Let the amount of money needed to 
render services be represented by the 
algebraic X, then X equals the tax digest 
(property evaluation) times the tax rate. 

To increase the amount of revenue, 
the city must either raise the digest or 
raise the rate. It could raise both, 

The tax rate falls on each property 
holder alike. 

That is not always true of evaluation 
or assessment. 

To assure an evaluation that distrib- 
utes the tax burden fairly, many cities 
have turned to an equalization program. 
Appraisals are made on the basis of 
measurement and true worth, some- 
times by volunteers, sometimes by 
specialists. 

In most cases evaluations are raised. 
That is because they have been un- 
realistic to begin with, some of them 
so low as to be grossly unjust to other 
property owners. 

Some Georgia cities have undergone 
equalization pains and lived through 
them. Others are working at it. 

The City of Madison has re-evaluated 
on a basis the city government feels fair 
to everyone. Madison will retain its 
millage rate from last year. 

Marietta has had a scientifie Te- 
appraisal by personnel trainéd in the 
field. The city is likely to lower its 
rate in light of a digest that has been 
doubled by the reappraisal. 

In some eases equalization raises the 
amount of revenue; in some, there is no 
appreciable gain. 

Equalization is not a revenue-raising 
project, the purpose is to see that each 
property owner carries his fair share. 
That is the principle on which public 
support of government is based. 

Equalization is likely to become more 
popular as property values change and 
the cost of municipal government mounts.

Bar of ‘Treasure Hunts’ 


Was Surely in Order 


Three cheers for the cit¥ aldermen 
who have passed an ordinance barring 
“treasure hunts’ within the city limits. 
A recent radio station promotion stunt 
had @ number of persons, reportedly most- 
ly teen-agers, who enthusiastically tram- 
pled down lawns, uprooted flower gar- 
dens and were cruel to shrubs in a search 
for a large sum in cash. 

Aldermen also held up a reform of a 
plumbing bill for public hearings. That's 
good. But the fact remains that Atlanta’s 
building costs are higher than. the na- 
tional average. This is true because the 
construction laws are, in part, rigged in 
favor of expensive construction, especial- 
ly in plumbing and electricity. When the 
hearings are held plumbers will show up 
and the public, busy making a living, will 
forget about it. 

A proposal to increase the cost of 
business licenses was suggested. We'd 
favor it and so would most merchants if 
aldermen could guarantee not to raise 
general taxes. Meanwhile, Atlanta should 
work with officials of all incorporated 
cities in Georgia to work out some ap- 
proach to the Legislature asking that 
cities of Georgia be given a break at least 
equal to that provided in neighboring 
states.

Use Legal Process Rather Than Violence 
In Facing School Issue, Atlantan Urges 


Atlanta—May I commend your 
recent editorial under the cap- 
tion, “Court Decision Is of Pro- 
found Import’’? 

We must face the issue square- 
ly. We are _ confronted’ with 
obedience’ to the unanimous de- 
cision of nine old men. Make no 
mistake, they represent the law 
and their interpretation of the 
Constitution is to be respected 
no matter how much we might 
gr the fact. 

In 1896, in the case of Plessy 
vs. Ferguson, the Supreme Court 
sanctioned ‘‘the separate but 
equal” doctrine and that earlier 
court ruled that laws requiring 
or permitting segregation ‘‘do not 
necessarily imply the inferiority 
of either race to the other.” 

Then in 1954 the Supreme 
Court’s basic finding was that 
public school segregation is un- 
constitutional because Negro chil- 
dren so segregated “‘are, by rea- 
son of the segregation complained 
of, deprived of the equal protee- 
tion of the laws guaranteed by 
the Fourteenth Amendment.”’ 


The 1954 Court held that “to 
separate children in grade and 
high schools from others of simi- 
lar age and qualifications solely 
because of their race generates 
a feeling of inferiority as to their 
status in the community’ that 
may affect their hearts and minds 
in a way unlikely to ever be 
undone.” 

It seems to me, while readily 
admitting we are far removed 
from 1896, the 1954 Court’s mean- 
ing of the word “qualification’’ 
should share the spotlight with 
their 1955 injunetion that public 
schools be integrated “with all 
deliberate speed.” 
have two alternatives, or 
properly, avenues of protest: Vio- 
lence, which no sane citizen 
wants regardless of the pigmen- 


tation of skin, or the closing of 
our schools, perhaps to be opened 
as private institutions, if we wish 
to pay the price. 

Whatever is done, we beg that 
it be done through legal process 
of the law. 

If our schools are to be closed 
let the will of the majority close 
them by a referendum vote de- 
cided now, not during the heat 
of the approaching moment.

Should America Establish 
Foreign Policy Priorities? 


For years people have been talking about the need for a funda- 


mental reappraisal of American foreign policy. 


But so far as can 


be told from United States actions, this has never been undertaken. 


Our dangerous involvement in 
Formosa Strait while we are still 
militarily involved in an explosive 
Middle East situation shows plain- 
ly enough urgency of such a re- 
appraisal. Indeed it is the failure 
to devise a coherent basic policy, 
founded in world realities and 
American interest, that accounts 
for the impression of an America 
bouncing willy-nilly from one 
powder-keg to another. 

But regardless of the question 
of responsibility, here is some of 
the record: Thanks to a naive 
early faith in Soviet good will, 
we found ourselves in a fantas- 
tically exposed position in Berlin, 
and one day we had to react fast 
with an improvised air lift. 
Thanks to an ambiguous policy in 
the Far East, we suddenly found 
ourselves in a war in Korea. Sim- 
ilarly the troop landings in Leba- 
non had all the ear-marks of 
quick-trigger reaction, not of 
thoughtful policy. And the decision 
to defend islands just a few miles 
from the shore of Communist 
China is the result of drift, not 
of well-reasoned 

In such haphazard ways, to be 
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war. In ty 
of war, however, our 


the circle, while we do not dare 
probe into their borders for fear 
of precipitating general war. 

To put it another way, the Com- 
munists are not irrevocably com- 


mitted anywhere outside their 
borders. We are almost endlessly 
committed all around the peri- 
phery of the Communist empire. 
When they poke, we jump. 

The trouble is not with the pol- 
icy objective of resisting interna- 
tional communism; it is with the 
way that objective has somehow 
caused us to become over-com- 
mitted and over-extended. 


It is simply not true that every 
piece of non-Communist land in

United States. Plainly it is desir- 
able to keep Western Europe from 
going Communist, or even neu- 
tralist. A country like India is not 
of comparable consequence to the 
United States, nor is Formosa. 
Still less is Lebanon, which wasn't 
going Communist anyway. Que- 


moy is of no intrinsic significance 
for American interest. 

For all the difficulties of policy- 
making, it does not seem too 
much to ask that the policy- 
makers sit down for a few days

destroy them at the source by go- 
ing after their airfields on the 
mainland. And to keep supplies 
flowing to Quemoy and Matsu, it 
may be we will have to knock 
out the Red guns ourselves, if 
the Nationalist pilots can’t do it. 

At any rate, it seems inevitable, 
the way things are going, that 
American bombs will be falling 
on the Chinese mainland and 
American planes will be fighting 
in Chinese -skies before the month 
is out. The choice of war or peace 
is up to the Reds. We've gone. 
too far to back up now.

I have never seen truth but 


history tells of the valiant fight which men have made, often to 
their personal and physical disadvantages, for truth, 


Many ‘“‘proofs’’ of the existence 
of God have made it possible 
for men to cling to an intellectu- 
al affirmation of God’s existence. 
Back in my _ school days I 
learned the classical “‘proofs” of 
God. There were, among others, 
the teleological, ontological and 
cosmological arguments. 


I'm not sure I could explain 
adequately these arguments now 
but I remember the day when I 
studied them carefully. I wanted 
my belief in God to be intellectu- 
ally credible. Since then the 
“proofs” of God have multiplied 
and the denial of God,-even by 
the so-called intellectuals, is an 
exception rather than the rule. 


But our belief in God does not 
come from overwhelming argu- 
mentation. Not proof but faith 
nurtures our deepest beliefs. Al- 
fred Tennyson in his greatest 
poem expresses our faith in 
God: “Strong Son of God, immor- 
tal Love .. . Whom we, that have 
not seen Thy Face. . . By faith, 
and faith alone embrace .. . Be- 
lieving where we cannot prove.” 

The compelling and convincing 
power of faith is graphically por- 
trayed in Hebrews 11, where the 
greatness and power of many 
mighty men of God are explained 
in terms of their faith. 

Faith in God is supported for 
Christians by the fact of Jesus 
Christ. In His incarnation God 
became self-evident. Through and

in Him “‘the mystery hidden for 
ages and generations (‘is) now 
made manifest’ (Colossians 
1:26). To consider thoughtfully 
the life and work of our Lord 
makes disbelief in God almost 
impossible. 

How can we explain Jesus 
Christ apart from the will of 
God? That in a world such as 
ours there should have lived one 
such as Jesus is, I think, the 
most miraculous and most won- 
derful of all facts. Only a divine 
hand could have fashioned Him 
and a divine purpose guided Him. 
The witness of the early church 
was that “in Him the whole ful- 
ness of deity dwells bodily” 
(Colossians 2:9). 

I realize that what I have ‘writ- 
ten concerning belief in Ged is 
partial and inadequate. Further- 
more, I am not sure that a man 
whose mind is closed to the wit- 
ness of God will ever believe. 
“You shall indeed hear but never 
understand, and you shall indeed 
see but never perceive. For this 
people’s heart has grown dull.’” 
(Matthew 13:14-15). 

But that man, whoever he may 
be, who anxiously and thought- 
fully sets out on a quest for God 
will never come to a dead-end. 
He will, sooner or later, say with 
satisfaction and trust: ‘‘He shines 
in all that’s fair. . . . In the rus- 
tling grass I hear Him Se 
He speaks to me everywhere.”’

the United States: 

The Chinese Communists are 
committed to occupy the nearby 
offshore islands of Quemoy and 
Matsu, which have historically 
been controlled by the Chinese 
mainland — and hope that this 
will lead to the decay or downfall 
of the Chiang Kai-shek govern- 
ment on Formosa. 

The United States is committed 
to defend Formosa, which has not 
been controlled by China for many 
generations, and hope that this 
will deter the Chinese .Commu- 
nists from taking Quemoy and 
Matsu. 

The Communists feel they have 
a legal and moral right to occupy 
Quemoy and Matsu. 

The United States feels it has a 
legal and moral right to defend 
Formosa. 

Because Chiang Kai-shek has 
deployed a third of all his forces 
to these two near-the-mainland is- 
lands, the United States — against 
its own better judgment — finds 
itself entangled with the defense of 
Quemoy and Matsu as a means 
of defending. Formosa. 

If war comes while the Chinese 
Communists are attacking and we 
are defending Chiang’s position on 
Qvemoy and Matsu, the United 
States will be fighting under in- 
tolerably disadvantageous circum- 
stances. 

We will be a lone and lonely de- 
fender of a very unpopular cause. 
Most of the world believes that the 
islands of Quemoy and Matsu are 
legitimate targets of the Chinese 
Civil War. 

It is necessary to foresee that if 
the United States begins its de- 
fense of Formosa on the islands 
of Quemoy and Matsu, we will 
encounter the hostility of the 
whole uncommitted world and will

It would be the Unit- 
ed States and the Philippines 
against Red China and the Soviet 
Union. 

In his report to the nation last 
week President Eisenhower made 
the best case he could because of 
the box we have got ourselves into 
by allowing Chiang to put large 
forces on Quemoy and Matsu with- 
out warning him explicitly that 
we would not defend his forces 
there. 

The President declared — and 
I think rightly ~ that. the United 
States must defend against ag- 
gression when it starts and not, 
as, with Mussolini and Hitler, let 
little aggressions mount,

When they do, the way will be 
cleared for a direct test in the 
federal courts of the whole con- 
cept of private schools based on 
educational grants of state funds 
to individual children. The con- 
cept certainly will be challenged 
by Negroes if not by whites. 

Thus, indirectly, the Georgia 
plan is now on trial in ‘Virginia 
and Arkansas. 


It is true that the Georgia plan 
for closing the schools and paying 
of tuition grants to children dif- 
fers in important respects from 
the Virginia and Arkansas plans. 
But the principle is basically the 
same. 


AT THE LEAST 


If the Virginia and Arkansas 
private school plans are struck 
down by the federal courts, it 
will, at the very least, place the 
Georgia plan in dire jeopardy. It 
would, of course, require a spe- 
cific suit to invalidate the Georgia 
laws; but the precedent would 
have been set. 

The time may be swiftly ap- 
proaching when Georgia leaders 
must begin thinking of some new 
plan or plans to maintain segre- 
gation if the courts rule against 
the Virginia and Arkansas private 
school setups. And many legal 


experts believe the courts cer- 
tainly will so rule. 

There has been no official move 
in Georgia so far to look beyond 
the possibility that the private 
school plan will be upset. The 
state is traveling on the assump 
tion that the private school plan 
is constitutional. Both Gov. Grif- 
fin and Gov.-nominate Vandiver 
have said time and time again 
that they will not hesitate to close 
the public schouls and invoke the 
tuition grant machinery if the 
occasic arises. 

But an adverse decision in Ar- 
kansas and Virginia would almost 
certainly call for a reappraisal of 
Georgia’s existing anti-integration 
laws. 


PRIVATE STUDY

“As the situations in Virginia 
and Arkansas are developing fur- 
ther, the department is withhold- 
ing making a decision as to any 
appropriate legal moves at this 
time.” 

In answer to a question, Rogers 
said he wouldn’t mind answering 
“a few’’ questions about his talk 
with the President. But he said, 
“I don’t want, really, to discuss 
possible legal actions or what 
might be done in court, because 
it is, as you can imagine, a com- 
plex situation, and I think it is not 
appropriate to discuss it until we 
decide one way or the other what 
to do.” 


One reporter told Rogers that | 


‘it had been suggested publicly | 


that if Gov. Faubus of Arkansas 
continued to defy federal court 
orders, then it was up to the 


President to attempt to negotiate 
some kind of solution. He was 
asked whether his statement was 
intended to suggest “‘a workable 
compromise” or understanding 
between the state and federal gov- 
ernments. 

“What I am stressing in this 
statement,”’ said the Attorney 
General, “‘is that I think that the 
alternatives are becoming clear 
to the people now.” 

“At the moment, the alterna- 
tives are closed schools or com- 
pliance with the orders of the 


court. And for that reason, and 


because these situations in Vir- 
ginia and Arkansas are develop- 
ing, we are going to withhold any 
decision about legal action.” 


Rogers was asked about stories 
that the Justice department had 
recruited a number of special 
marshals—some 150 in number— 
for enforcement of integration 
orders in Little Rock and that 
Gov. Faubus had replied that 
they would be met with “cold 
fury.” 

The Attorney General acknowl- 
edged that some 75 special mar- 
shals had been recruited for law 
enforcement in Little Rock but 
that he had no comment to make 
on the ‘‘cold fury” statement at- 
tributed to Faubus. 

After Rogers had declined com- 


ment on a question whether, in 
his opinion, Faubus was ‘‘proper- 
ly representing the will of the 
people of his state,”’ a reporter 
asked: 


“This statement would indicate 
what the Department of Justice 
hopes—what the administration 
hopes—is that there will be 
enough clamor from the parents 
of children barred from school to 
bring about a solution of this inte- 
gration thing. At any rate, you 
say you are withholding any legal 
steps now. Is that a hope that 
this pressure from parents will 
open the schools?’ 

“I don’t want to put it quite 
that way,” Rogers said.

Want to write a rip-roaring saga of life and love 850 years 
ago? 

It’s easy, says Davenport Steward. Just drop by the refer- 
ence department of the Atlanta Public Library and get Miss 
Isabel Ehrlich to whip you up a reading list. 

There’s no excuse for your traveling on in ignorance if you 
really care about what the ladies wore in 1096 or how a Saxon 
soldier fighting in the First Crusade seasoned up a pot of horse- 
meat. It’s all there in the library, says Dave. Just ask Miss 
Ehrlich. 


Well, I’m already an Isabel Ehrlich follower but I suspect 
that Novelist Steward, in gratitude to the soft-voiced, obliging 
librarian, is deprecating his own phenomenal gifts. Not many of 
us who go muddling into the library asking Miss Ehrlich and 
her colleagues for help have turned out seven lively, fast-moy- 
ing historical novels as Davenport Steward has. 


“Battle-Ax of God” is his seventh—a book about that little 
worked period of history, 1096 A.D., when the First Crusade 
was launched, which, if it hasn’t caught the eye of movie pro- 
ducers, will any day now. (I can just see Charlton Heston, ice- 
blue eyes and flaxen hair, as Orme, son of a Saxon thane! ) 


No matter how much credit Dave Steward gives the pub- 
lic library and guidance on reading, the sad and inescapable 
fact is that sooner or later getting a book published comes to 
this: It’s got to be written. 


“I like to write,” said Dave, as if that explained it. “It may 
be a kind of bug. I like to read, too. History mostly. I haven't 
had time for any novels lately.’’ 


Reading novels, that is. Since ‘“‘Battle-Ax of God,’ which 
was published by E. P. Dutton & Co. a few weeks ago, Dave 
has finished and dispatched to his publishers his eighth book, 
“Black Spice,” about the pepper trade with Sumatra. This one 
has a Charleston sailor as a hero. And the minute he got that 
one out of the house he began to mull over a contemporary 
novel which, if it comes off, will be the first one he’s written. 
Since he started with Francis Marion, “‘The Swamp Fox” in 
“No Time For Fear’ in 1950, he’s stuck to period adventures. 


Dave read for about eight months before he started writing 
‘“‘Battle-Ax of God.” The actual writing, done after supper when 
his wife, Kathryn, and their two daughters, Carole, 16, and 
Ruth, 14, are settled for the evening on pursuits of their own, 
took about a year. I asked Dave how he happened to pick the 
time of the Crusades and again he credited reading. 


“Something I came across in casual reading,” he _ said. 
*T’ve forgotten what. I just had a vague idea to begin with. It 
seemed a very colorful and exciting period in the history of the 
human race. So I went to the library and started.” 


With a little reading it soon became clear that the Crusades, 
as Dave said, were ‘‘not all pure’ but were fought for the usual 
run of grubby reasons—love of fighting, plundering, chasing 
women. 


The funny thing, as you read ‘‘Battle-Ax of God” and talk 
to its author, you get the old library itch yourself. ‘‘Battle-Ax’”’ 
confines itself to the first Crusade. But Dave mentioned the 
fourth as being ‘“‘the funniest’ and the Children’s Crusade as 
being “‘the saddest.” Now if Miss Ehrlich has the time... .

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PITTSBURGH FINALLY ARRIVES , 


Spirit of Rickey Winning On With Surprising Bucs

NEW YORK—The Old Man, who has seen 
more ball games than he can remember, seldom 
goes to one now. Branch Rickey is sick and 
time has made him my Ee 
obscure in the sport #4 
he dominated for most 
of his life. 

It may be that he 
is neglected but this 
is a penalty nearly 
all men pay for living 
beyond their genera- 
tion. But once again, 
as it did with the 
Brooklyn Dodgers and 
the St. Louis Cardi- 
nals after he put them 
together, another of 
Branch Rickey’s ball 
clubs has become con- 
spiciously entertain- 
ing. It took a long 
while but the Pitts- 
burgh Pirates, who 


Branch Rickey 
were tied with the Cubs for last when the sea- 
son ended last year, are in second place today 
and there they will finish. 

Always Branch Rickey was a soloist but this 


time his partners are Roy Hamey and Joe 
Brown. When Branch Rickey turned in his stock 
in Brooklyn and came to Pittsburgh to run the 
Pirates in ’51, already there were Bob Friend, 
Vern Law, Renny Kline, Frank Thomas, Bob 
Skinner, Johnny Powers, Danny Kravitz. They 
had been collected by Hamey who was fired. 

Rickey got Roberto Clemente, Elroy Face, 
Dick Groat, Bill Mazeroski, Curt Raydon, Ronny 
Blackburn and George Witt. They pushed him 
out and Brown added Bill Virdon, Don Gross, 
Gene Baker, Hank Foiles, Bob Porterfield, R. G. 
Smith, Dick Schofield and Ted Kluszewski. 

The manager is Danny Murtaugh who was an 
odd-jobs man as a Pittsburgh player. It was 
Brown who put him to work as the Pittsburgh 
manager but Rickey originally hired him, after 
he gave up as a player, to run New Orleans. 
Brown is also one of Rickey’s kids because he 
was the general manager at New Orleans under 
the Old Man. 

It ‘is not a spectacular club but it can make 
runs and hold the other people because the 
pitching, although they haven't a left-handed guy 
who can go nine, is sound. This season seven 
guys are having their best years. Normally, this 
would get them a pennant but they started late 
this season and, at the time of the All-Star game, 
were in seventh place. 

The Old Man couldn’t make it on his own at 


Pittsburgh. The draft had a lot to de with it 


because he likes to get players when they're very 
young and bring them along slowly. His years 
slowed him down yet he wasn't feeble. But he 


couldn’t personally supervise the Pirates’ sub- 
sidiary firms as he did when he was the boss at 
Brooklyn and St. Louis. 

It is my opinion that Rickey was the most 
learned man ever to operate a big league fran- 
chise. He is an old-fashioned intellectual but he 
was the first guy I know in sports to send a 
disturbed kid to a psychiatrist. He, like all 
original men, made many enemies and they 
gloated when he failed in Pittsburgh and stepped 
aside in '55. Smaller men ridiculed him and re- 
joiced when he was staked to the title of chair- 
man of the board. 

Branch Rickey was a creator and a philoso- 
pher and a force for good and always a brave 
man. He conceived the farm system and he 
broke the color line in baseball and for those 
innovations he shall be remembered. There are 
many who doubt his stated reasons for bringing 
Jackie Robinson to Brooklyn. The cynical claim 
he was not moved by an expressed religious feel- 
ing that this is a country of equal opportunity. 
Whatever his reason, if moved only by com- 
mercial expediency, Rickey performed with 
greatness. 


Rickey is also a baseball man and his fame 
would be secure if he had never been a crusader. 
The Cardinals were an impoverished company 
when he first became their general manager. 


There was no way any other corporation could 
compete with John McGraw who then ran the 
Giants. The New York team was a rich one and 
McGraw was a generous man who paid the 
highest prices for minor league players. In those 
years only the Giants: could afford to get up the 
sums McGraw offered for athletes. 

It was Rickey who figured out how to chal- 
lenge the Giants. If, he reasoned, you can’t buy 
players, you must raise them. So the farm sys- 
tem came into being. 

It also happened when he came to Brooklyn. 
They became the great team of the league, suc- 
ceeding the Cardinals, under his management. 
After Rickey left, Walter O'Malley depended on 
the players Rickey had left behind and won with 
them. The Dodgers are in the second division 
now because O'Malley has not been able to re- 
place the players Rickey left him as a legacy. 

The Dodgers are bigger losers than the Cardi- 
nals but now it’s the Pirates who are starting 
to go. It isn’t a club that belongs to Branch 
Rickey alone. But he is part of what happens to 
them and this should console him in his old 
man’s loneliness.

NEW YORK—tThe stock market hit an all-time 
high Tuesday as-the Dow Jones industrial average 
touched 529.09 at its peak for the day. 

This is a flight from the dollar market, and the current news 
out of the nation’s capital allays none of the fears over the dollar’ 
future buying power.

Present levels have little if any relationship to earnings and 
dividend yields. Earnings this year are comparable with 1953, and 
about 15 per cent above those of 1949, but the market is twice as 
high currently as it was five years ago, and more than three times 
the average for 1949. 


Yields on stocks are a little under 4 per cent, compared to 
4%, 5 per cent and more on high grade bonds. An example of 
what is happening in the two markets—stock and bond—is that 
Sears, Roebuck priced its $350 million bond offering to yield 4% 
per cent, yet the stock is returning at current levels about 3.3 
per cent. 


This gives rise to a need for caution. The bond market, though, 
is reflecting more than normal conditions. It has been f&emoralized 
for three months by the Federal Reserve’s reversal to a tighter 
money policy and the Treasury's failure to put over a long term 
bond issue in June. 


The stock market has had a fast recovery. It made a low of 
416.15 last October. and made another base at 434.04 in February. 
From there it took off, first reflecting Wall Street judgment that 
the business recession would end in the spring—which it did—and 
then turning into a flight from the dollar. 

One of the interesting features of the Sept. 8 week is that 
there was considerable foreign buying of American stocks. The in- 
flation is world wide and American stocks present a better hedge 
probably than any security anywhere. 

The market leaders have been quality stocks, with such issues 
as U.S. Steel, DuPont, IBM, Eastman Kodak, Union Carbide, Fire- 
stone, Allied Chemical, American Cyanamid, and General Electric. 

The market, if it continues forward, will be making new rules 
as well as history. It could, for this is an inflation market. 

The fall record on the market is a tossup. In the last three 
years it has sold off, but in two of these it was adverse news— 
Eisenhower's heart attack and the Suez crisis. Last year it was 
the recession. 

This fall business is picking up, and this in the past has favored 
the bull side of the market, such as in ‘49, ‘50, '53 and '54. 

No one can say for sure which way the market will go at this 
moment, so the best course would seem to be one of caution and 
selectiveness in purchases.
